There has been much agitation of late in many parts of the 


country over the price of bread and the weight of loaves. The 
cost of materials entering; into the.manufacture of bread, es- 
pecially flour, the chief ingredient, .has advanced to such an 
extent fhat (lie bakers find themselves facing a difficult propo- 
sition when (hey attempt'to supply bread at the old figures, 
but thus far there has been no general agreement as to how the 
situation shall be met. In some'cases the weight of loaves has;not bniy did Mr. oiney write ihe ori- 
been reduced and in others the price has been raised, and the' 
result has been a large amount of dissatisfaction on the part of 
consumers and a great amount of trouble and botheration for 
Ihe bakers. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics has been looking into the 


matter, and a report recently given out from Washington 
makes clear the basic facts. 
It shows, as was already known, 


that the advance in the price of (lour has been very pro- 
nounced. The price of wheat is 34 per cent higher than it 
was last May and the price of flour is 37 per cent higher. Be- 
cause of this heavy increase in the cost of materials, other iiv 
gradients of bread having'advanced in proportion, there havet 
been, as stated; reductions in'the weight of loaves and ad- 
vances in the prkje of bread, which have.led to an agitation 
that is practically country-wide. 


It is not to be expected that the bakers can go on forever 


making bread at the old prices under such conditions, but the 
remedy would seem to be simple. 
In some slates, if not all, 


there is a law fixing the weight of a loaf of bread, and this 
should be rigidly enforced. 
If the bakers cannoi afford to sell 


at the old price let-the price be raised, but let the weight of the 
loaf remain unchanged. 'That is the fair, square and direct 
way out of the dilemma, and the one that ought to be followed. 
If juggling with the weight of loaves is permitted, even as an 
emergency measure, it is liable to lake a long time to get back 
to the solid basis on which the baking businesd has rested for 
some years, and no one would be befier off except unscrupu- 
lous bakers who would take advantage of the situation and 
rob their customers. 
If bread cannot be produced at the old 


price the price should be raised, but a loaf should mean a loaf
